TO HEAD RESERVE 
BANK SYSTEM 


Addresses Letter to President 
Formally Refusing Proffered 


Position.

BOSTON, May 5.—Richard Olney has 
addressed a letter to President Wilson, 
formally declining the appointment as 
Governor of the Federal] Reserve Board 
of the new banking system.

Ww. P. G. Harding May Be Designated 
as Head of the Board. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—Officials here 
would not discuss Richard Olney’s decli- 
nation of the appointment as Governor 
of the Federal Reserve Board, but it is 
known that they are in search of an- 
other New England man to complete 
the board. It was reported as likely 
that W. P. G. Harding, president of the 
First National Bank of Birmingham, 
Ala., who has been appointed member 
of.the board from the South, would be 
named as Governor. 

The following men have been chosen 
for the board which will put the new 
currency system into operation. 

Paul M. Warburg of New York, mem- 
ber of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and lifelong 
student of foreign banking systems. 

W..?P. G. Harding, president of the 
First Wational Bank of Birmingham, 
Ala., and one of the leading bankers 
of the South. 

Harry A. Wheeler, vice-president and 
director of the Union Trust Co. of Chi- 
cago, and until recently president of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, | 

Dr, Adolph Caspar Miller, professor of 
finance at the University of California 
and now assistant to Secretary Lane of 
the Interior Department; a political 
economist and writer on economics and 
finance. 

These men, together with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, William G. Mc- 
Adoo and the Comptroller of the Cur- 
penc¥.nighn Skelton Williams, .who are 
ex- members, and one other man 
will compose the Federal Reserve Board. 

The four other men, it is understood, 
have accepted. While Mr. Wheeler is a 
banker, he has had an intimate connec- 
tion with the. industrial and commer- 
cial world. Mr. Warburg has made a 
lifelong study of German and French 
banking methods and knows finance 
from a first-hand connection with the 
greatest financia! center in the United 
States. Mr. Harding is regarded by the 
President as an unusually able man of 
broad views and remarkable ability. He 
is looked upon as one of the leading 
bankers of the South. 

Dr. Miller is a trained economist and 
long a writer and student of finance. 

This personnel follows the President's 
original idea of securing two bankers, 
Warburg and Harding; a business man, 
Mr. Wheeler, an economist and student 
of finance, Dr. Miller, and a lawyer and 
business man. 

The declination of Olney necessitates 
the selection of another man who has a 
combined legal and business training. 

Under the new currency law the Presi- 
dent is “‘to have due regard for the fair 
representation of the different commer- 
cial, industrial and geographical di- 
Not more than 
one of the five members of the Federa! 
Reserve Board can be selected under the 
law from the same reserve district. 

With Olney’s refusal the President 
is free to cheose from District No. 
1, New England; District No. 2, com- 
prising New Jersey, Delaware and East- 
ern Pennsylvania; District No. 4, Ohio. 
Western Pennsylvania, West Virginia 
and Kentucky; District No. 5, Maryland, 
Virginia, District of Columbia, North and 
South Carolina; District No. 8 Arkan- 
sas, Missouri, Indiana, Tennessee and 
Mississippi; District No. 9, Montana, 
North and South Dakota, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Michigan; District No. 10, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming: 
and District No. 11, Texas, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, Arizona and a part of Louisi- 
ana. 

Appointive members of the board are 
to devote all their time to the board's 
business. Their salaries are $12.00 a 
year. 

The law creating the board provides 
that none of its members “shal! be an 
officer or director of any bank, banking 
institution, trust company or [federa} 
reserve bank, nor hold stock in :ny 
banking institution or trust company.”

Joseph E. Cook Succaitibs to 
Anesthetic Given in Prepar- 
ation for Operation. 


LUNGS WERE WEAKENED 


Uicerated Tooth Had Caused 
Blood Poisoning and Infec- 
tion Spread Rapidly. 


Through a report made to the Coroner 
by the police it became known Tuesday 
that Joseph E. Cook, 32 years old, super- 
visor of male nurses at the city sani- 
tarium, died there Sunday while under 
the influence of ether administered pre- 
paratory to performing a surgical oper- 
ation made necessary by an ulcerated 
tooth. 

Dr. Virgil Loeb of 5535 Waterman 
avenue was about to perform the opera- 
tion when it was noticed that Cook was 
sinking. Dr. Loeb and Dr. O. J. Raeder, 
assistant superintendent of the sani- 
tarium, aided by nurses, tried to revive 
him. 

Cook for some time had been un- 
der treatment for an ulcerated tooth. 
A minor operation was performed 
last Thursday, and at that time the 
Same amount of ether as that which 
caused his death Sunday was admin- 
istered without bad effect. 

Dr. Locb was called in when it was 
found that the ulcerated tooth had 
caused blood poisoning. He found 
that the poison had spread to the 
lungs and advised a second opera- 
tion. The purpose of this operation 
was not to treat the ulcerated tooth 
but to remove the infection from the 
lulgs. 

Dr. Loeb said the weakening of the 
lungs as a result of the infection prob- 
ably caused Cook to succumb to the 
ether, although outwardly he appeared 
strong enough to stand it. 

Cook had been employed at the sahni- 
tarium eight years. His brother, Hewitt 
H. Cook, of 201A Hebert street, took 
charge of the body. 


8 KILLED, 19 HURT 
' IN PANAMA EXPLOSION 


Brush Fire Causes Government 
Dynamite Magazine to Blow 
Up; City Shaken. 
PANAMA, May 5.—An- explosion today 
at the Government of Panama dynamite 
magazine resulted in the killing of eight 
persons. Nineteen others were seriously 

injured. The property was destroyed. 

The explosion was caused by a brush 
fire, which spread to the interior of 
the building. Six of the dead and most 
of the injured are firemen who had 
been summoned to combat the flames. 
A man and a woman who were watch- 
ing the blaze from a distance were 
torn to pieces. 

The concussion of the explosion shoox 
Panama. In addition to obliterating the 
magazine, the explosion caused consid- 
erable property damage in the neigh- 
borhood. 


TWO DEAD, 14 INJURED, 
IN A TEXAS TORNADO

MOUNT PLEASANT, Tex., May 5.— 
Two persons were killed at Maud, Tex., 
near here and half the houses in the 
town destroyed by a tornado yesterday. 
The storm also did severe damage at 
Red Water and near Pittsburg, injur- 
ing 14: persons in the three towns. At 
Maud Mrs. Pearl White and her child 
were killed: at Red Water six persons 
were injured and near Pittsburg four 
persons were hurt. one probably fatal- 
ly. This information was received by 
railroad officials here over the only 
wire not wrecked by the storm.

EX-WIFE TO TESTIFY

Mrs. Rosa B. Owsley Says She’ll 
Tell How Mrs. Ada Owsley 
Broke Up Her Home. 


While a jury was being impaneled 
Tuesday to try Mrs. Ada Owsley of 1219 
Warren street on a second degree mur- 
der charge, for shooting and killing her 
husband, Benjamin Owsley, at their 
home, March 1, Mrs. Rosa B. Owsley of 
3836 Cottage avenue, Owsley’s divorced 
wife, sat in an anteroom waiting to be 
called as & witnes® again#t the slayer 
of her former husband. 

With the former Mrs. Owsley was 
Owsley’s son, Robert B. Owsley, who 
has been unrelenting in his efforts to 
bring his stepmother to trial. In this 
he was opposed by Mrs. Ada Owsley’s 
son by a former marriage, Edward Rick- 
etts, who will appear as a witness fer 
the defense. 

Exonerated by CoOroner’s Jury. 

A Coroner’s jury at the inquest ex- 
onerated Mrs. Owsley and she might 
have gone free but for the activity of 
her stepson, Robert Owsley, in gather- 
ing evidence to be put before the grand 
jury. 

Since the indictment Ricketts also has 
been active in obtaining evidence in 
his mother’s behalf. 

Mrs. Ada Owsley entered the court- 
room leaning on her son’s arm. She was 
dressed in black and wore a heavy veil 
which gave her costume a mourning ef- 
fect. She sat in the defendant's chair 
with her son and her counsel, Charles P. 
Johnson, near her while the jurymen 
were being examined. 

“IT can’t realize even now that I 
killed my husband,”” she said to re- 
porters. “But I know I did right and 
I am not afraid.”’ 

Mrs. Owsley’s princinal witnesses, be- 
sides her son, will be Mrs. Susie Schus- 
ter, 1215 Warren street: Mrs. Rose Guth- 
ridge, 3121 North Twelfth’ street, and 
Mrs. Emma Rau of 1115 Branch street. 

They are expected to testify that 
Owsley was high tempered and that he 
frequently abused and struck his wife. 

The defense will be that on the day 
of the shooting Owsley snatched his 
wife’s spectacles from her eyes, struck 
her in the face and threatened to kill 
her. As he advanced toward her she 
took a revolver from a bureau drawer 
and shot him. : 

Mrs. Rosa Owsley, the divorced wife. 
sat in the room reserved for State's 
witnesses while the jury was being im- 
paneled. 

“I will go on the stand and tell how 
that woman broek up my home,” she 
said.

company’s first annual report to the 
Missouri Public Service Commission filed 
here. The total reaches nearly 4900 and 
the annua! cost to tne company of per- 
sons killed and injured is more than 
$600, 000. 

The report for 1913 shows the actual 
number of persons killed to have been 
61, and the number of those injured but 
not fatally to have been 369, a total of 
ot 

Financial Statement. 

The financial statement shows that the 
company expended for injuries and dam- 
ages and legal expenses incident thereto, 
$657,965.08, or more than 5 per cent of the 
company’s gross income for the year, 
which was $12,661,885. 

In addition to the expenses of the legal 
department in connection with damage 
cases, the company’s statement shows 
an additional charge for legal services 
of $62,642.15, making a total of $720,597.18 
paid out in one year for injuries, deaths 
and fighting the mill tax and ordinance 
provisions for universal transfers. 

The killed and injured report states 
that of the 61 killed, 18 were passengers, 
six were employes, and 37 were “other 
persons,’ which includes pedestrians 
anc occupants of vehicles struck by 
ears. The injured list of 3669 included 
2080 passengers, 916 employes and 673 
“other persons.’ 

Benring on the Service. 

The company last year carried 24,- 
827,467 regular fare passengers and 1138,- 
43,483 transfer passengers, a total of 
368,370,960. This is an average of 1,009,236 
passengers a day, counting persons rid- 
ing on transfers twice.

HAY'S SON TELLS 
OF HUERTA BOAST 
TO TAKE CHICAGO 


Kinsman of Former Secretary of 
| State Recounts Declarations 
Made by Dictator.

NEW YORK, May 5.—Clarence Hay, 
son of the late John Hay, who was Sec- 
retary of State, returned to New York 
from Mexico yesterday and has gone on 
to Washington to tell of conditions in 
Mexico, in case congressional commit- 
tees hear protests to be made by refu- 

gees. 

Hay, who had been making archeologi- 
cal studies in Mexico, in an interview 
printed here, told of his flight with 
others from Mexico City the day before 
Admiral Fletcher's men landed at Vera 
Cruz. He saw some of the street fight- 
ing at the latter place. 

“My final remembrance of my last 
days with Huerta,” said Hay, ‘‘was at 
the great fire a day or so before we left. 
which for a time threatened the entire 
city. The President watched the flames 
from the back seat of his machine. He 
happened to be in a boastful mood, as 
he frequently is, when there is plenty of 
brandy in his system. 

“*That’s a big fire, Mr. 
said one of his associates. 

‘**Not as big a fire as I will start in 
Vera Cruz if the Americans land,’ was 
the retort. 

“On Sunday morning the Mexican 
leader was undetermined whether or not 
to give in to President Wilson’s revised 
Tampico demands. Sunday, you under- 
stand, is the national holiday and the 
General was indulging in liquor. I don’t 
intend to say that he was drunk, for 1 
have never seen, and rarely heard of 
him as being really intoxicated. But, 
as the day went on he had worked him- 
self into a thoroughly fighting mood and 
his patriotism was at burning point. He 
was then talking about invading the 
United States and capturing Chicago— 
which is one of his pet ideas when he 
is in his cups. 

“It was on one of these occasions that 
a friend, leaning over the table, said to 
Huerta: 

“*T see, Mr. President, that you are 
wearing your glasses a great deal now- 
adays. Your eyesight must be getting 
very bad.’ 

‘*Not so bad,’ retorted the leader 
sweeping the cafe with a glance, ‘but 
that I can pick out the pretty girls 
from the rest.’ ’’ 

Hay’s description of Huerta was that 
of a strong “unmoral rather than im- 
moral’’ man, a mixture of shrewdness 
and childlike simplicity, alternately 
yielding and boastful.

MEXICO CITY, May 5.—Grave fears 
are felt for the safety of Pedro Las- 
curain, formerly in the Cabinet of Ma- 
dero and momentarily President of Mex- 
ico, who has vanished and cannot be 
traced by his friends. Relatives believe 
that he is in prison or possibly has 
been assassinated. 

Lascurain was at one time Minister 
of Foreign Relations in the Cabinet of 
Madero. He went to New York just be- 
fore Madero's overthrow, to arrange a 
foreign loan through Wall street bank- 
ing houses. 

When Madero was overthrown Lascu- 
rian, as Minister of Foreign Relations, 
automatically became President. His 
first and only act was to appoint Gen. 
Victoriano Huerta as Minister of Go- 
bernacion. Then Lascurian resigned the 
presidency and his resignation was ac- 
cepted by Congress. 

That left the portfolio of Foreign Af- 
fairs vacant, and the Minister of Go- 
bernacion, then the ranking Cabinet of- 
ficer, became President. 

Following Gen. Huerta’s succession, 
Lascurian retired from active politics. 
He was known, however, as a strong 
supporter of Madero’s policies and as 
bitterly opposed to Huerta. 

His disappearance yesterday was the 
cause of much comment throughout the 
city and is attributed to a belief on the 
part of Gen. Huerta that Lascurain had 
been plotting against him.

VERA CRUZ, May 5.—Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Frederick Funston yesterday for 
the first time went beyond the Ameri- 
can lines encircling the city. He pro- 
ceeded to the water works station at 
El Tejar, nine miles to the south, on a 
visit of inspection, making the trip on 
a short train of flat cars, which bore 
an escort of a company of infantry. 
With the General were Col. ‘Benjamin 
Alvord of the Adjutant-General’s De- 
partment, and Lieut. W. G. Ball, the 
General's aid de camp, as well as a 
number of newspaper correspondents. 

On the way out at the posts forming 
the connecting links between the inner 
lines and the outposts, American senti- 
nels stood watching vigilantly on slight 
eminences, ready to give the alarm in 
case of anything unusual occurring. As 
an army regulation had been drawn up 
by the General that no military honors 
were to be paid while the army was in 
the field, the brief expedition was not 
hampered by formalities. 

At El Tejar the General found all 
the men in Maj. John H. Russell's out- 
post in the best of spirits. The force 
had been strengthened since the alarm 
on Saturday by a battery of artillery 
and some additional marines. 

If the waterworks, which are the 
City of Vera Cruz’s sole suppiy, were de- 
stroyed under present conditions, the re- 
sult would be serious, as the city would 
have to depand on the water distilled on 
the warships and there is hardly enough 
of this to supply the soldiers and sailors. 
At present the waterworks are expos24 
in several places to damage by Mexican 
artillerymen. Guns colud easily be placed 
in positions from which a few shots 
could wreck the water station. 

The village of El Tejar, in which the 
men are quartered, is typical of the 
thousands in Mexico. The schoolhouse, 
which is the best building in the place, 
is occupied as headquarters. 

For all supplies furnished to the troops 
the villagers are paid promptly and 
their good will seems to have been won 
by the fact that the Americal soldiery 
has been careful to ask permission, be- 
fore even beginning to dig a small hole. 

Field Pieees Made Ready. 

Brighdier-General Funston, after re- 
ceiving information that Federal troops 
were moving artillery down the railroad 
from the capital toward Vera Cruz, 
probably for Gen. Gustavo Maas at Sole- 
dad, conferred with the officers of the 
fleet. It was arranged to land a number 
of field pieces from the warships an 
park them on the customs wharlf, where 
they would be readily available in case 
of need. It was said that no attack was 
expected, but that the precaution was 
taken as a military measure. 

Gen. Maas is said to have blown up the 
San Francisco bridge, about 25 miles out 
on the narrow gauge railroad, which 
traverses the route used by Gen. Scott 
in his advance on Mexico City in 1847. 
This report was not confirmed, although 
it was known that the Federals had 
mined bridges and tunnels along the 
road. 

Naval Payday Appreaching. 

On the approaching nava! payday it 
is estimated that $500,000 in gold will be 
distributed among the men, and official 
steps to prevent extortion of the enlist- 
ed men will, it is thought, most likely 
be taken by the authorities. 

It was stated today that Gen. Huerta 
had agreed to permit a group of Ameri- 
can mine owners to move out of Mexico 
approximately $5,000,000 of gold bullion, 
and had promised a guard to any port 
they might select. It was said that 
American officials would be requested 
to help the movement of the bullion out 
of the country.

could explain the whole matter. I really 
don’t know why I shot him.

“I had made up my mind before shoot- 

ing father that as soon as he was dead 
I would turn the automatic pistol upon 
myself and end my own life. I fully 
intended doing that while I was firing 
at my father.

Seven Bullets in Body. 

The first shot from the rifle, fired at 
short range, probably was fatal, but it 
was followed by others, the slayer 
empcying the contents of his pistol into 
his father. 

Gen. Duryea first came into public no- 
tice at the outbreak of the Ctvil War 
when he organized the Durvea Zouaves. 
officially knowr as the Forty-eighth 
New York Volunteers, and became its 
Colonel. He served with distinction 
throughout the war, being promoted to 
the rank of General, and was retired at 
the end of*the war. 

His father was founder of the Nation- 
al Starch Co. and the General succeeded 
to the” presidency of the company, 
which, about 20 years ago, formed the 
dominating factor in the “Starch 
Trust.’’ 

Chester B. Duryea attracted much no- 
toriety in 1903, when his wife, who had 
been Miss Nina Larre Smith. daughter | 
of Mr. and Mrs. Franklin Waldo Smith, 
and who had married him in 1898, sued 
for a separation. 

Mrs. Duryea alleged ‘ingenious and 
adroit cruelty,” and also named Mrs. 
Don Barber as co-respondent, alleging 
various improprieties at Gen. Duryea’s 
summer camp in the Adirondacks. 

Father Testified for Son. 

Gen. Duryea took the stand in his 
son's behalf and denied virtually all the 
allegations of his daughter-in-law. The 
court, however, decided in Mrs. Duryea's 
favor and gave the custody of their 
son to her. 

In 1909 Chester Duryea’s health broke 
and at 2 o’clock one morning an am: 
bulance call from the General’s apart- 
ment on Madison avenue summoned the 
police to take an insane man to the hos- 
pital. 

The ambulance surgeon decided Dur- 
yea was not violently insane and refused 
to remove him. Chester Duryea at the 
time declared that attempts to prove 
him insane had their origin in black- 
malling schemes.

During Walter Duryea’s convales- 
cense for the 12 years of his later 
life he was attended by Miss Bleanor 
Peregrin, a nurse, whose devotion to 
him was rewarded, when he died, by 
a bequest in. his will of $1556.982. It 
was reported ‘that Duryea had of- 
fered Miss Peregrin $1,000,000 to 
mary him and that she had refuse‘. 

Walter Duryea was 23 years ald 
when he was injured and he was 
paralyzed from the shoulders down. 
His speech was not affected and, al- 
though he was a helpless cripple, he 
was a keen busines man. He inher- 
ited $200,000 by his father’s will.

Astonishment at Views Held 
by Champ Clark.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—With the ex- 
planation that the. Baltimore platform 


merely approved of congressional ac- 
tion in asserting the right of the United 
States to exempt from tolls American 
vessels passing through the Panama 
Canal, but did not sanction the grant- 
ing of subsidies to American coastwise 
vessels, Senator Stone of Missouri to- 
day told the Senate that he would vote 
for the tolls exemption repeal though 
he had voted for the exemption in 1912. 

Challenging many arguments made in 
favor of exemption by Speaker Champ 
Clark without mentioning the latter by 
name, however, the Senator expressed 
astonishment ‘‘at eminent members’ of 
the House and Senate taking the “su- 
perficial view’’ of the Baltimore plat- 
form’s pronouncement on tolls. 

Senator Stone declared the action of 
Congress in 1912 in passing the exemp- 
tion in the face of a protest from Great 
Britain was America’s answer for all 
time to its right to do as it pleased 
with the canal. 

“No Foreign Request Made.” 

“No foreign Government is now asking 
us to repeal this law,’ asserted Sen- 
ator Stone, who is chairman of the 
} Foreign Relations Committee. ‘True it 
is that in the course of the debate it 
has been said that the exemption vio- 
lates the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. But 
that is being said here in Congress and 
in American and foreign newspapers and 
not by foreign Governments. No for- 
eign Government has filed any protest 
against the exemption since its enact- 
ment.”’ 

Having settled the international rights 
in the carnal, Senator Stone said, Con- 
gress was now proceeding to deal with 
the domestic question of subsidies; that 
coastwise vessels already enjoyed a mo- 
nopoly and that he had heard they were 
in league with the transcontinental rail- 
roads. In support of this charge, he 
said, he had been informed that coast- 
wise ships refuse to convey any pas- 
sengers from Norfolk to any ports south 
of that city, such as Charleston, Savan- 
nah or Jacksonville. In support of his 
interpretation of the platform, Senator 
Stone read the plank against all sub- 
sidies and another plank which ap- 
proved the exemption of coastwise ves- 
sels. He said that the platform writers

“Surely, no Democrat will contend that 
the convention intended to commit the 
Democratic party to the policy of ship 
subsidies, and certainly not to make 
subsidies a fixed and permanent party 
policy,’”’ said.the Missouri Senator. “If 
we cannot now safely and consistently 
repeal the coastwise tolls provision of 
the act of 1912 because of what hap- 
pened three years ago or because of 
this platform declaration, then we have 
tiled our hands as with a Gordian knot 
and we will be powerless to rid our- 
selves of it unless we cleave it with a 
sword, 

Stone Defends President. 

“Tf that be true then we have re- 
versed our historic pesition on the ques- 
tion of subsidies and become in ay twin- 
kling of an eye, the boldest, most ar- 
rant and uncompromising advocates of 
subsidies. I utterly repudiate the no- 
tion that the Democratic party has 
placed itself in any such pitiable condi- 
tion.”’ 

He defended the President for favor- 
ing exemption repeal, saying he was 
not much disturbed by the lurid flab- 
bergast daily displayed in papers hostile 
to the administration.

ir i MOBLIZE ] 
FIRST REGIMENT 


Declares 830 Privates and Offi- 
cers Could Be on Way in 
a Few Hours. 


Col. Nelson G. Edwards, commanding 
officer of the First Regiment Infantry, 
N. G. M., said Tuesday that if the 


War Department called for mobiliza- 
tion of State troops, the 830 officers 
and men of the First Regiment could 
be entrained and started for the bor- 
der within a few hours. He believes, 
however, that if the militia is called 
into action, they will be given several 
days to prepare for departure. 

Col. Edwards said any orders to that 
effect would not come to the local head- 
quarters from the War Department, but 
would be transmitted through the of- 
fice of the State Adjutant-General ‘at 
Jefferson City, and probably would in- 
clude instructions to mobilize at Neva- 
da, Mo., the State camping ground. 

Discussing the method of calling 
the men together and preparing for 
a movement, Col. Edwards said he 
would first notify the 12 Captains in 
his regiment, who would in turn no- 
tify their lieutenants, and the orders 
would be quickly carried to the non- 
commissioned officers, each of whom 
has a list of the men in his division, 
with their addresses and telephone 
numbers. The men would first be re- 
quired to meet at the local headquar- 
ters at a given hour for further in- 
structions. Those instructions would 
depend entirely upon the exigencies 
of the occasion. 

The local commissary department ‘of 
the regular army would furnish sup- 
plies and transportation for the move- 
ment of State troops, but in camps 
where no regular army officers are sta- 
tioned, officers of thé militia are em- 
powered to purchase supplies on the 


Government. 

Capt. Allen C. Orrick, commander of 
Cevalry Troop B, said his company 
could be in readiness to start on the 
road in a few days. Troop B has 67 
officers and men, and there are only 24 
horses. Capt. Orrick said if the com- 
pany were called out, the Government 
would either furnish the other mounts 
or he would be authorized to buy them. 


GREAT BRITAIN DECIDES 
TO TAKE PART IN FAIR. 


Government Reconsiders and 
Will Be Represented at San 


Francisco in Mouificu Way. 
LONDON, May i.—The British Gov- 
ernment will reconsider its decigion not 
to participate in the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition at San Francisco - and it 
probably will decide that™Great Britain 
shall officially be represented at the 
fair in a distinctly modified form. 
Premier Asquith this afternoon re- 
ceived a deputation from the House of 
Commons, representing more than half 
the membership, and promised to sub- 
mit their views to the Cabinet. 
The suggestion of the deputation was

DISARMAMENT IN 
UOLORADO NOW IS 
blaGtsT PROBLEM 


Nonunion: Miners Refuse 
Work if Defenders Are De- 
prived of Weapons. 


DENVER, Colo., May 5.—The disarm- 
ament of all factions in the Colorado 
Coal strike zones today became the most 
important question in the industrial sit- 
uation. Reports were in circulation that 
the strikers in Huerfano County had 
reversed their decision to deliver up their 
arms and from Pueblo came word that 
Strikers had ‘-succeeded in smuggling 
arms and ammunition through there to 
some unknown place. The strikebreak- 
ers in the northern coal fields centering 
in Boulder County openly declared they 
would work no longer if the mine guards 
were disarmed unless the Federal troops 
were stationed on mine property to pro- 
tect them. 

The operators have taken the position 
they will déliver their arms to the Fed- 
tral troops when their property is pro- 
tected. By some this was taken to 
mean that the operators will insist on 
actual placing of soldiers on their prop- 
erty, though no immediate representa- 
tive Operator would discuss that phase 
of the question. 

Col. James Lockett, commanding the 
Eleventh United States ‘Cavalry, ar- 
rived in Trinidad at 7:40 this morning to 
iake command of the Federal forces in 
the Colorado strike fields. He was 
driven at once to army headquarters, 
where he conferred with Maj. W. A. 
riolbrook on the strike situation. 

The first troop train carrying 
about 250 cavalrymen arrived in 
Trinidad shortly before 10 o'clock. 
The second train was close behind it. 
The Eleventh brought its horses and 
equipment and was ready to go into 
active service. 

The inquest over those killed 
fight at Forbes, April 27, was begun to- 
day. Coroner Sipe announced he would 
take the jury to the scene to take tes- 
timony. 

With the opening of the second day’s 
session of the Legislature, called to con- 
sider strike matters, the political at- 
mosphere cleared. It was admitted by 
those who had hoped to force drastic 
action upon the legislators against the 
State administration that little chance 
for their success existed. 

Without particular reference to party 
lines the Legislature appeared to 
almost solidly behind Gov. Ammons and 
speedy approval of the program he had 
asked, and particularly the issuance of 
bonds for the $1,000,000 debt incurred by 
the State in the maintenance of the 
militia in the strike zone, was forecast. 


Impeachment Plan «Dropped. 
It was stated early today that the 


Progressives of the session would at- 
tempt to block the enactment of a law 
providing for the creation and main- 
tenance of State constabulary, but their 
strength was considered negligible, due 
to the coalition of Democrats and Re- 
publicans of both House and Senate. 

Labor leaders attempted to have a 
speech read into the records of the 
House denouncing the State administra- 
tion for its conduct in the strike, but 
all thought of possible impeachment 
proceedings against the Governor ap- 
parently was abandoned today. The 
impeachment question never had taken 
tangible form. 

Gov. Ammons, leaning on the arm of 
Representative Lee, one of the women 
members, addressed the Legislature yes- 
terday. His haggard expression brought 
forth many expressions of concern. 

“Our State hangs in the balance,’’ he 
said, ‘and [ have called you to help 
solve the questions.”’ 

Five administration measures to Car- 
ry out the program in the Governor's 
call for the extra session were ready 
for introduction when the Senate and 
House met today. The bills were drawn 
by Attorney-General Fred Farrar. The 
first submits a constitutional amend- 
ment empowering the Legislature to 
create a State board of arbitration to 
handle industrial disputes and providing 
punishment for refusal to abide by its 
decision. A bond issue to cover “the 
State’s military indebtedness of nearly 
$1,000,000 is proposed in another bill pro- 
viding that the bond issue be submitted 
to the people at the next general elec- 
tion. Two other bills would give the 
Governor authority to close saloons and 
prevent the sale, gift or purchase 0. 
firearms and ammunition in times of in- 
ternal disorder. A fifth measure cov- 
ers the proposal for the establishment 
of a State police force.

NEW YORK, May 5.—‘‘Yesterday I 
was at the office of John D. Rockefe'- 
ler Jr. and if I could have got him ! 
would have shot him down like a dog.” 
In these words Marie Ganz voiced her 
protest again Rockefeller, according to 
the testimony of Irving E. Ettinger, a 
police headquarters stenographer, at the 
trial of Miss Ganz today on a charge of 
disorderly conduct. The woman was ar- 
rested last week after she had made 
several fruitless attempts to see Rockc- 
feller in connection with the Colorado 
mine strike and had addressed open- 

air meetings. 

Ettinger testified to two other allegec 
excerpts from the defendant's speeches 
One was: “If he is not going to stop 
the slaughter in Colorado, he can run to 
his father’s house and hide, because at 
the ftrat chance I will get him with a 
bullet.’’ 

The other was: “Do not make your 
protests in kind words or in languags. 
Use dynamite.”’ 

Miss Ganz, on conviction, would be 
liable to a maximum penalty of six 
months in the workhovse. 


Bridge Washed Away in Oklahoma 
Atfer U. 8. Treops Pass. 
WICHITA, Kan., May 5.—After two 
trains bearing members of the Eleventh. 
Cavalry from Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., t» 
the Colorado strike zone had passed 
over the Rock Island bridge spanniny 
the Canadian River at Calvin, Ok., yes- 
terday the structure was washed away.

Four Stars and Good Supporting 
Company Cleverly Present 
Bronson Howard Comedy.

| T isn’t quite fair to the fame of Bron- 


son Howard that the honk of an 

automobile hern, the employment of 
a telephone, the exploitation of a wrist 
watch, the tucking of a handkerchief 
up a young man’s coat sleeve and cer- 
tain other ‘‘modernisms” should be made 
tO warrant the equal featuring of 
Winchell Smith and Victor Mapes as 
authors of ‘‘The New Henrietta,” which 
began its week as the final offering of 
the Olympic’s season on Monday even- 
ing. 

Save for these several innovations 
this “new’’ Wall street comedy of today 
is identical with ‘“‘The Henrietta” of a 
quarter of a century ago, and it doesn’t 
in the least diminish the humorous ap- 
peal ‘of its story to acknowledge the 
truth. It’s a good play, a little bit 
“‘talky” at times, yet rich in diverting 
situations, and, precisely as when Stuart 
Robson instead of Douglas Fairbanks 
played the part, Bertie the Lamb is its 
principal figure of fun and storm center 
of dramatic interest.

WE F. DILLON, 


EXPERT ON BONDS, 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 5.—John Forrest 


Dillon, former Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Iowa and more recently gen- 
eral counsel for «the Missouri Pacific 
Railway and the Western Union Tele- 


graph Co., died at his heme today, aft- 
er a prolonged iliness. He was 82 years 
old, 

Judge John Forrest Dillon was 82 
years old last Christmas, He resigned 
a Federal judgeship in Iowa in 1879, 
and went to New York to become coun- 
sel for the Jay Gould interests. He 
established a reputation as an expert 
on the validity of bond issues, and his 
decisions on bond questions have been 
accepted by municipalities and states 
as final, just as a decision by the 
United States Supreme Court would be. 
Bonds approved by him have usually 
found a ready market, without waiting 
for the formal approval of courts. 

The question whether a bond issue for 
the St. Louis Free Bridge,. authorized 
by a vote taken under the Initiative, 
would be legal, was taken to Judge 
Dillon last February by City Counselor 
Baird, and his decision, on March 1, 
in favor of the validity of such bonds, 
was deemed to settle that part of the 
question.

A decision narrowing the scope of the 
Juvenile Court law was handed down. 
The court declared that the law giv- 
ing juvenile jurisdiction in counties with 
fewer than 50,000 inhabitants to Probate 
Judges was unconstitutional. The law 
was enacted on the recommendation of 
the State Conference of Charities and 
Correction, and the case in which it 
was attacked came from Callaway 
County. The law was declared to be 
class legislation and to be contrary t» 
the established system of jurispru- 
dence.

BURGLAR WRECK 
PUSTOFFIGE SAFE 
AT GRANITE CITY 


Robbers Cut and Blast Open 
Two Doors, but Give Up 
When a Third Is Reached. 


Burglars who entered the postoffice at 
Granite City early Tuesday blew open 
the outer and inner doors of the vault, 
but did not atempt to blow the inner 


safe of a Bessemer steel construction, 
which contained about $4000 in stamps 
and between $300 and $400 in cash. Woen 
Postmaster William Chapman made an 
inventory of the office, after being noti- 
fied by the janitor of the attempted bur- 
glary, he found that only a registered 
package of cigars and a few post cards 
were missing. 

The front office of Postmaster Chap- 
man also was entered, but the burglars 
did not attempt to force the safe kept 
there for office records. 

Pieces of the round plate cut out of the 
inner vault door were found on the floor 
of the vault, but the thicker plate cut 
from the outer door could not be found.

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THE ALTERNATIVE TO ARBITRATION. 

The full story of the civil war that has raged 
in Colorado, told in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, 
should enlighten men on both sides of labor dis- 
putes as to what may be the outcome of a refusal 
to arbitrate such disputes. 

The Colorado miners struck Sept. 23, 1913. Near 
the end of October the State militia was sent to 
the disturbed district. And on Nov. 1 the Asso- 
ciated ‘Press reported that ‘‘Fifteen hundred men, 
women and children of the Ludlow tent colony, 
singing ‘Marching Through Georgia,’ marched 
out of the tents to meet Adjutant-General Chase, 
in command of two troops of cavalry and a 
platoon of artillery. ‘You-come to us in peace and 
we greet you as friends,’ said John R. Lawson 
of the United Mine Workers of America, who 
marched at the head of the procession, to Gen. 
Chase.” 

. But almost immediately afterwards news began 
to reach the outside world of frequent conflicts 
between strikers and militia. 

The presence of the militia put an end to no 
grievances, settled no differences. And, it is 
charged, many of the methbers of the militia, 
men from cities who had duties or business to 
attend to, finding the dispute likely to last for 
months, left for home, their places being taken 
by former mine guards, Baldwin detectives, and 
others with no high ideal of civic or patriotic 
duty. Since then nearly 100 lives, including those 
of at least a dozen women and children, have been 
sacrificed to this armed deadlock, this regime 
of brute force, this interregnum of clubs, rifles 
and machine guns. 

Fear has been expressed that civil war may 
be resumed in Colorado in spite of the substitu- 
tion of Federal for State troops. That fear is 
justified by what we know of human nature, It 
is now more than ever incumbent upon public 
opinion to insist on arbitration. The alternative 
can only be more bloodshed and anarchy. 
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ART FOR THE NEW CAPITOL. 
It is a useful public work that the St. Louis 
Art League is doing in“ bringing Mr. E. W. 
Stephens, chairman of the State Capitol Com- 


‘|}mission, here Wednesday night to speak on the 
-‘|}subject of an appropriation for mural paintings 


and sculpture for the new Missouri capitol. 

Mr. Stephens thinks an appropriation of $150,- 
000 could be secured from the next Legislature 
for this purpose with sufficient organization in 
the State to promote such a good cause, and it 
no doubt could. As he points out, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Pennsylvania are all spending 
even more than that upon decorations in their 
state capitols, and the disposition to make such 
structures beautiful and educational is growing. 

Mr. Stephens, who will speak at the Artists’ 
Guild on the development of this movement in 
Missouri, has had within the last few weeks in- 
vitations to speak at Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
Fulton, in addition to the request to make the 
address here. He says no provision for anything 
of the kind has been made by the State, but if 
the people want it, they can get it by working 
for it. : 
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MAY WE FISH IN THE PARES? 

Our valued citizen and subscriber McEss writes 
once more to ask why the people of St. Louis 
can’t fish now and then in the ponds of the 
parks. 

They can, they may, if the authorities will let 
them. It might be well for Park Commissioner 
Davis and the other authorities to put their heads 
together over this matter. 

The people’s money stocks the ponds, and what 
becomes of the fish? Why should there be fish 
except for the people’s benefit, and how can the 
people enjoy the benefit unless they are permit- 
ted to eatch the fish-—or try to? 

McEss declares there are many St. Louisans 
like himself who would gladly pay for a license 
to fish, say, one or two days a year, and he says 
they would throw back the small fry to let them 
grow up for the next year. Under proper regu- 
lations a fisherman’s field day once a season 
would doubtless add greatly to the pleasures of 
numerous philosophical minds. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL PENMANSHIP. 

Indorsing Superintendent Blewett’s welcome 
to the National Association of Penmanship Su- 
pervision, we indulge the hope that the meeting 
in this city will have a beneficial effect on the 
penmanship of the public school pupils. 

Whether the method of teaching penmanship 
in the public schools is awry, or whether too lit- 
tle attention is paid to the art, we do not pretend 
to say; but we do say that the results are unsat- 
isfactory. Too many graduates of the public 
schools are afflicted with crude, scrawling, illeg- 
ible handwriting. The letters and papers of 
higher grade pupils exhibit deficiency in diction, 
spelling and legible, neat penmanship. These 
are simple fundamentals which serve for much 
in seeking employment or pursuing subsequent 
educational opportunities. 


GEN. SICKLES' REMARKABLE CARBER. 

Aside from great party leaders, no other citizen 
of the United States has perhaps ever been more 
in the public eye for a full half century than the 
late Daniel Edgar Sickles. 

For years before the Civil War he was a Tam- 
many incumbent of important New York offices 
A well-known Con- 
gressman who should shoot the Washington Dis- 
trict Attorney would create no greater sensation 
today than Sickles’ shooting of Philip Barton 
Key about the time of the John Brown raid. His 
20-day trial for murder in which the unwritten 
law plea gained his acquittal aroused tremendous 
interest and became famous in jurisprudence. 

He became a Brigadier-General in the first 
months of the war and led large bodies of troops 
into many great battles. At Gettysburg he com- 
manded the Third Corps which was assigned to 
a dubious and exposed position in the peach 
orchard and wheat field in advance of the main 
line. Here he lost his right leg, but his savage 
eriticisma caused Gen. Meade and others to lose 
their peace of mind later. . 

After the war he was sent on a secret diplo- 
matic mission to South America, was Minister 


- to Holland and represented us at Madrid at the 
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time of the critical Virginus affair. Thirty 
years after his first service of four years itn 
Congress he served two more during Mr. Cleve- 
land's second term. He was one of the outfit of 
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campaigning from a train of Pullmans made up 
with a gondola car on which a wicked-looking 
field gun was mounted. 

Since 1869 he had drawn the retired pay of 
a Major-General of regulars. The Mfe of the 
hero of Fair Oaks, Malvern Hill, Antietam, the 
Seven Days’ Battles, Chancellorsville and Gettys- 
burg, who wore the medal of Congress fer his 
conduct at Fredericksburg, was prolonged far 
beyond that of colleagues of his own rank only 
to become clouded by the scandal over misuse 
of state military relief funds in New York. 

His serious irregularities ‘were attributed to 
old age and he escaped punishment. His whole 
career, in fact, is a complete refutation of the 
old claim that republics are ungrateful.

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UNITY ON THE CHARTER. 
The citizens movement for a unanimous char- 


ter report by the Board of Freeholders is good. 
[t should be supported by all citizens who want 
& solid foundation for St. Louis progress. 

If the Board of Freeholders ts not a unit on 
the result of their labors how can unity among 
citizens be anticipated? 

The fact that the disagreement in the board is 
on a point not vitally affecting the powers of the 
city or the executive efficiency of the govern- 
ment, but merely touches the number of alder 
men and the mode of nominating them should 
make for harmony. It is incredible that mem- 
bers of the board would be willing to throw 
away all of its labors—really the labors of two 
boards—and the great gains of the new instrw- 
ment on account of a minor provision, which may 
easily be rectified if it shall prove unsatisfactory. 

It should be borne in mind that the new char- 
ter puts it in the hands of the people to initiate 
legislation. Its adoption will free them from the 
power of the Municipal Assembly to block char- 
ter amendments or municipal legislation. 

Is not the new charter in the main far better 
than the old? This is the real point. 

Unity of purpose and harmony of action are 
essential to the success of the progressive move- 
ment upon which St. Louis is striving to enter. 
In the matter of the new charter it should begin 
with the Freeholders, 
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Robert J. Kerr lasted for only three days as 
Civil Governor at Vera Cruz, but it must have 
been a splendid preparation for breaking into 
the 15-cent magazines and perhaps for going back 
to Chicago and running for office. 
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WORTHY OF THE HALL 

Worthy of the Hall of Fame is he who can make 
two eyes appear where but one appeared before, 
and a cake of ice grow where none grew at all. 
We revere his memory especially as the days of 
—shall we say blinding?—heat draw nigh. 

The unveiling of Dr. John Gorrie’s statue in 
Washington the other day acquainted many people 
tor the first time with the name and fame of him 
who blessed humanity with two great inventions, 
the glass eye and the recipe for making artificial 
or mechanical ice. 

Why are there not more memorials of this order 
erected by a civilization devoted to arts of peace? 
The Romans, in their imperial militarism, once 
had 40,000 statues in their capital of men who were 
not worth the trouble. America would honor 
herself in honoring many men who have con- 
tributed genius towards making life more Hvable, 
rather than death worth while. 

Who are the nameless heroes as yet unwritten, 
unsung and unsculped that invented wooden legs, 
rubber tires, beer openers, safety pins, self-start- 
ers, electric fans, laughing gas, reversible cuffs, 
humidors, congress gaiters, gas stoves, insect 
powder, oyster forks, washing machines, the per- 
ambulator and baby’s milk bottle? We have 
barely started the list of the deserving to which 
we respectfully call the attention of Congress. 
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HOW 8ST. LOUIS WOMEN CAN VOTE 

A friendly question—do the St. Louis equal 
suffragists really wish to vote as soon as pos- 
sible, or merely wish to agitate, parade, orate 
and prolong the agony? 

There is a way, quick, simple, easy and direct, 
for St. Louls women to vote—by acquiring a 
“legal residence” in East St. Leuts. 

This does not mean they will actually have 
to live and move and have their being across 
the river. Any gumshoe corporation lawyer or 
engineer of ward politics in MDIlinois will tell 
them what a voting residence amounts te. For 
that matter, the Illinois Supreme Court has de- 
fined the requirements, which are short of ab- 
solute. 

What an object lesson thus they would furnish 
to Missouri which denies them the vote! How 
they would shame backward Missouri by the vivid 
contrast with advanced Illinais every time they 
crossed the Ead’s Bridge to enjay civil rights! 
How it would advertise the cause abroad! 

The difference between the same woman at 
this end of the bridge and at the other end is 
a chasm wider than the Mississippi. On this 
sidevher political status is that of a helpless idiot 
requiring a guardian; a convict under attainder, 
a babe, a non-existent, a person dead in law. A 
short walk across the bridge, with the fanning 
breezes of the Father of Waters, revives the 
dead one, renders her sui juris, with a full arma- 
ment of civil and political rights, and makes her 
the equal of Billy Lorimer or Daniel Webster or 
Jim Ham Lewis or Uncle Joe Cannon or even 
old Abe Lincoln.

To Reduce Death 
Rate Is Aim of 
Old ‘Eh Society 


Yale Men Form Unique Organ- 
ization Among Athletes Who 


Have Won “Letters.” 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 5.—At a 
mass meeting of Yale athletes, last 
night, formal steps were taken toward 
the organization of an honorary athletic 
society. The society will effect a sub- 
stantial reduction in the death rate 
among Yale athletes, according to the 
predictions of its sponsors. Dr. H. 38. 
Anderson, director of the Yale gym- 
nasium, who presided at the meeting, 


said: 

“In the first 58 years of Yale athletics’ 
history there were but 68 deaths among 
men who had won the university ‘Y.’ Of 
late the death rate has shown an alarm- 
ing increase, 100 ‘Y’ men having died in 
the last 10 years. For some reason or 
other Yale seems to be losin 

Among the prominent Yale “y"’ men 
who have died recently are Gordon arows, 
captain of the 1901 football team; Jam
